Says Bridal Veil Owner — 
‘The Bridge Is the Toughest Problem’

When nature's hand miracu- 
lously stepped in on Feb. 17 this 
year to save the Bridal Veil Falls 
Tram Building and Gift Shop in 
Provo Canyon from a devastating 
avalanche, it forgot the communi- 
cations line. 

While tram and cables were 
intact, the communications sys- 
tem, with all the controls leading 
to the upper terminal, wasn’t so 
fortunate. 

Attached to a post in the slide’s 
path, it was completely severed. 
Thus a new line had to be taken 
to the top, which was no small 
task, since there was no longer a 
bridge to the other side of the 
river. 

But last week, the communica- 
tions line was completed, and 
operations manager Gavin Nelson 
was the first to witness the de- 
struction from the untouched up- 
per tram building, as they took 
the tram to the top for its initial 
run of the season. 

“Every year it is a little fright- 
ening to get off the tram for the 
first time — alone — to check out 
what the season has brought,” he 
said, 

This year it was doubly trau- 
matic, “but exciting in a way,” 
he added, “because it took so 
much time to get to this stage 
once again. 

“You can see the path of the 
slide, which cleaned out all the 
dead trees (as well as live ones) 
in the river at the top of the 
mountain.” This is the same riv- 
er that goes over the top and 
creates the falls. 

“It makes the river at the top 
more noticeable...getting rid of 
the dead trees,” he said. “This is 
good in some ways, but untortun- 
ately it also took the live ones.” 

The massiveness of the ava- 
lanche below is still apparent too 
from this vantage point, even 
though it is only about one-third 
the size of the original that cov- 
ered the river, parking lot and 
road. 

“It still appears big though — 
so big that cars are matchbox 
size in comparison. And the huge 
trees that were brought down 
with the avalanche poke up out of 
the snow like so many tooth- 
picks.” 

For the past seven weeks, the 
Bridal Veil crew has been work- 
ing to restore the north end of the 
lower resort. 

“It's going to take all the re- 
sources we have just to rebuild 
this area,” says David Grow, 
resort owner, This will include 
the snack bar (totally destroyed). 
repairing the gift shop (which 
had water running through it for 
four hours when the river was 
blocked off by the slide), and re- 
paving the parking lot. 

“We have hauled in 90 truck- 
loads of rock already,” said Nel- 
son, calling attention to the park-

ing lot erosion caused by the 
slide. 

“Just cleaning up the mess 
took weeks,” he added, pointing 
out that they had to haul off parts 
of the snackbar. gazebo, broken 
tree stumps. railroad ties, and 
water-damaged carpet etc. from 
the gift shop. p 

“We are in the process of re- 
landscaping — with new flower 
beds, lawns, new sidewalks and a 
larger patio.” 


_One of the most charming addi- 
tions to Bridal Veil Falls last 
year was the fish pond, which is 
still under the slide, with no 
bridge to the other side. Last 
summer visitors could buy fish- 


tood on the spot and teed the lish 
in the pond. It was a nice tourist 
attraction. 

The mystery of where many ol 
the fish ended up was resolved 
last week when they were discov- 
ered underneath the ruins of the 
gazebo. “This was about 30 feet 
from the pond.” said Nelson. who 
added that the pond would be 
rebuilt when the slide melts and 
the bridge isin. . 

“With our limited resources. 
the. bridge is really our toughest 
problem.” said David Grow, own- 
er of the resort. “lt was used 
mainly by the general public tor 
access to the south side ot the 
river. and as a route to the 
waterfall. 


“Frankly. at this point, we 
don’t know what we are going to 
do about the bridge. We would 
hope that some agency interested 
in preserving access to the south 
side would step in and give us 
some help. 


“So much of what we do up 
there — like the park and tishing 
pond and trails — is just for the 
general public...to enjoy nature,” 


As to the projected opening 
date for the tram. which will also 
include the traditional dances at 
the top: “We plan to open on 
Thursday, May 22.” said Grow, ~ 
— the weekend before Memorial
